Whit? Specks in Butter. 

A lady currespoi:ti<.:it of lhe Genesee Far- 
mer suggests a remedy for this ugly defect 
in the '' white luxury." " 1 have found," 
says she, " that whenever a current af air 
has come directly upon the milk, that the 
cream would be-.ome hardened in small 
specks on the surface, which the process of 
churning would r.ot hreak, and they would 
become incorporated in the butter. In 
windy weather these particles are the most 
quickly formed. 

" My remedy for this defect is not to 
allow a draught of air direct upon the milk, 
nor to allow the milk to stand so long that 
the action of lhe atmosphere will harden 
the cream ; but to skim it as soon as sour, 
and, if possible, before the milk thickens. 
A tablespoonful of salt is thrown into a jar, 
which is kept in a cool place, into which 
the cream is put and briskly stirred when- 
ever cream is put in, with a stick kept in 
the jar lor that pnrpose, until sufficient is 
accumulated for churning. The cream is 
put into the churn, after it has been well 
soaked in warm or cold water, as the wea- 
ther admits — adding to the cream a quail 
or two of new or sweet milk, which m cold 
weather is heated sufficiently to warm the 
cream. This obviates the necessity of 
standing the churn in a warm corner until 
the cream is at a proper temperature for 
churning, and the addition of the milk thins 
the cream, so that when the butter foims it 
will be perfectly clear. Sometimes, when 
the bulteimilk begins lo separate, water is 
thrown in, a liltle at a time, but never when 
sufiioientsweet milk has been added before 
churuirm. The churning is always done in a 
short time. Bdtter that is put down for 
market, should have as little water used 
about as possible. 

" When I observe these rules, I always 
have solid, golden-colored butter, free from 
white specks, which, when properly packed, 
with all the buttermilk worked out, will 
keep sweet as lung as yen may desire, and 
be iit fur the daintiest palate.

The Union-Jack. — The term "union 
jack" is one which is partly of obvious sig- 
nification, and in part somewhat perplexing. 
'Pbe '' anion" between England and Scot- 
land, to which the tlag owed its origin, evi- 
dently supplied the first half of the com- 
pound title borne by the flag itself. But the 
expression "jack" involves some difficulty. 
Several solutions of this difficulty have been 
submitted, but with a single exception only, 
they nre far too Bubtla to be considered satis- 
factory. A learned and judicious antiquary 
has recorded it as his opinion, that the flag 
of the union received the title of " union- 
jack " from the circumstance of the union 
between England and Scotland having taken 
taken place in the reign of King James, by 
whose command the new flag was introduced.

Tne num- 
ber of acres charged to purchasers is u6.C77 ) 
making a difference betweei the actual 
measurement and quantity sold of 8.809 
acres. This il (Terence we presume, is on 
account of deduotion for rocks and swamp 
land, allowed by ordinance of Governor and 
Council,— which ordinance after its repeal, 
was very strangely revived without proper 
authority, by Surveyor General P. rnberton. 
in giving to Rod. Finlayson, Esq., for rhe 
Sleam Saw-mill Company at Albert Iload, 
541 acres as an allowance for rocks.

The Government reserves are evidently 
far too small in comparison with the quan- 
tito of land sold, aud the Assembly should 
at an early day see that school reserves are 
made iu every district where it is possible, 
and particularly in those new districts where 
but little land is yet sold. In the States 
near us every sixteenth and thirty-second 
section ot land is reserved lo endow schools, 
which is equivalent to 640 acres for every 
9,600 surveyed. By this means, as the. 
country increases in population ample pro- 
vision is made fur education. Had n simi- 
lar rule been adopted here, we should now 
have nearly 5,000 acres for sohoo! purposes 
instead of the half of it. 

Nearly one-sixth of the entire 'land sales, 
or 12,153 acres, are held by the Hudson 
Bay Company, under one or other of its 
aliases.

To this amount must he added the Puget 
Sound Company lands, for which no sum 
appears to have been paid in detail account. 
In the Surveyor General's abstract, however, 
the Puget Sound Company's lands aro 
added by way of omission— a kind of after- 
thought very natural to occur upon investi- 
gation beiag called for by the House. Ths 
quantity in this condition in Victoria district 
is 206 acres; in Ksquimalt, G20, 546, GOO, 
and 595 acres, making a total of 2,567 acres 
not paid for anywhere, if not in London. 
There is a difference of five acres between 
this and the statement above — occurring, we 
presume, by not summing up fractional 
acres. 

The following sums were also paid by 
the colony for lands given to Jollibois, jE19 
16s. Oil.; Yates. £29 3s. 4d ; Anger, £19 
16s. 8d. ; and Capt. Dodd, £G7 l()s. Od. 
Tolal, £135 16s. Od. What the object was 
in giving these parties lands is not staled, 
but it is presumed to have been done to in- 
duce settlement outside the fort pickets. 

From the accounts current between the 
Hudson Buy Company and the colony, laid 
belore the Assembly on March 27, 1860, 
the debt due December 31, 185^, lo the 
company was £22,096 7s l-2d. As an off- 
sett to this, was a statement that there 
were due to the colony for land sold £28,- 
126 18s 5d. To this were to be added 
S30,000 or £u,250 for lands sold at the 
Government House, Victoria, which would 
make tho hind arrearages of tho colony 
£34 : 376, 18s 5d, thus leaving a balance of 
£12,280 lis 3 1 2d, in favur of the colony. 
If to this were added the sum due from the 
Puget Sound Company for land £2,567 7s 4d, 
tho sum total of land arrearages duo to tho 
colony, after paying the alledgcd debt lothe 
company, would be £14,847 18s 7 l-2d. 

By reference lo the balance sheet between 
the colony nnd company, we cannot dis- 
cover any credit for the sums alleged lo 
have been paid in London by the Hudson 
Buy Company both for themselves and 
others, amounting lo £6,258 5s Od. If this 
were added, the balance over the company's 
claim, would be a surplus of £21,106 
3s 7 [-2.1. 

We confess that there is but little reliance 
on this as an accurate statement of the con- 
dition of the territorial revenue in account 
with the Hudson Bay Company; but such 
as ii is, it is the only result to which we 
have been enabled to arrive from the ac- 
counts submitted, for as yet no correct or 
clear businesslike statement has been sub- 
mitted by the government. It is sufficiently 
clear, however, to show that £21.106 3s. 
7 l-2d. are due to the colony after paying off 
the company's claim of £22,096 7s. l-2d. 
And it is hoped that the Assembly will insist 
on having the accounts in detail as called 
for by the Coles amend merit, in order lo 
define precisely the debls and assets of the 
country, before one cent of taxation or a 
dollar for supplies are voted. For a more 
stupid and unbusinesslike course— if not 
Uliminal neglect — could scarcely be imag- 
ined, than to adopt a Civil List, and riise 
revenue by direct taxes to meet it, when it 
would appear from the accounts that there 
are ample funds to meet the estimates for 
I860. 



Atiatiact of Messages and Despatches 
laid before the House. 

Below will he found (ho reply of Gov. 
Douglas to tho Coles amendment. It will be 
found that Lhe Island is still in tho hands of 
the Hudson Bay Company ; that tho compa- 
ny is no longer held liable to provide for the 
civil expenditure; that the accounts sub- 
mitted March 27, 1SC0, are the only accounts 
that His Excellency is aware of. Besides, 
His Excellency says that ho is not iiM'ure 
whether the ilome Government will hold the 
colony liable for II. IJ. Co. claims or put. 
One portion of Coles' amendment has not 
been replied to — ihut is, the accounts in de- 
tail : for, those of March 27, 1860, aro not 
even apologies for accounts, being merely 
words without sense or meaning as to items. 

1. Mr. Berens to Duke of Newcastle, dated 
August 10th, 1851). — Ho acquaints his Grace 
tlmt the manager of tho company at Vancou- 
ver Island had refused advances to Gov. 
Douglas after tho 3 1st May, in nocurdanco 
with tho instructions they had previously 
given; and that that circumstance confirmed 
his statement in a letter of the l'.Uh tilt., that 
tho company had no desire to muke any innro 
advances, and he hoped it would meet his 
views. 

2. Letter from Mr. II. Mcrivalo to Mr, 
Berens, dated Downing street, 3 1st, August, 
1859.— It states that tho Duke of Newcastle 
had directed him to reply to his letter of tho 
10th, on the subject of advances applied for 
by Gov. Douglas, and that his Graco had 
heard with much satisfaction of the conduct 
of tho company's agents, which aro entirely 
in accordance with the spirit of the relations 
subsisting between them and tho Homo Guv- 
eminent. 

,1. Extract of despatch from the Duko of 
Newcastle to Gov. Douglas, 20th Oct., 1859. 
— Vancouver Island must of necessity find 
means for providing fur its own civil admin- 
istration, Tho connection of tho company 
will cense as soon as the accounts aro settled ; 
and must bb regarded as settled so far at 
least as calling on tho bomnahy to provide 



mentis to meet tho expenditure. Gov. Dou- 
glas is instructed to make provision for the ci- 
vil service by the aid of tho Assembly. That 
H. M. government hnve no wish to see any 
provision except that within tho limited 
moans of tho colony. But that the Governor 
and Chief Justice's salaries should be fixed 
by law, and not subject to tho changes of the 
annual estimates ; and that tho colony need 
expect no assistance from the Home Govern- 
ment. 

•1. Extract of despatch, Duke ef New- 
castle lo Governor Douglai, Dec. 1, 1859. — 
It scknowledges tho receipt of Gov, Doug- 
las' despatch of Sept. 12 respecting the 
financial embarrassment of the colony, and 
refusal of lhe company to make advances, 
and in reply slates that he refers to despatch 
of iho 20th October lust for instructions, that 
the colony should bo self-supporting, what- 
ever lhe difficulties, and that it should not 
be deferred. Tho important constitutional 
and financial questions in Gov. Douglas' 
despatch he would reply to at another time 
more definitely. He concurs with enlarging 
the House Assembly and also making Vic- 
toria a free port and adopting direct laxa- 
tion. 

5. Despatch, Duke of Newcastle to Gov- 
Douglas, Feb. 21, I860. — It acknowleges 
the despatch of Gov. Douglas, stating that 
a legal difficulty exists in the conveyance of 
' the land, and that the Surveyor General had 
j been ordered to instiluie a provisional 
j arrangement with pre-emption righis. He 
states ihut he app.oves of the pre-emption 
measure : but at the same time that he is in 
! correspondence with the Hudson Bay Com- 
| pauy as to the best mode of terminating the 
1 uncertainty that now prevails, by obtaining 
j from them lhe authority to sell the waste 
j lands, under' provisional arrangements, till 
I the Hudson Bay Company's accounts are 
| finally adjusted and the laud re-purchased 
: from them. 

j 0. Gov. Douglas to the House of Assembly, 
J dated May 4, I860.— Ho acknowledges the 
! receipt of the Coles amendment. In reply, 
j ho submits u despatch dated 21st Feb., I860, 
(us above) received by hist mail from the 
I Uuko of Newcastle, "by which the House 

will perceive that II. M. government have j 
I not completed the re-purchase of Vancouver 
i Island from the II. B. Co., although they 
j hnve taken the preliminary stops to do so, 
j and are in correspondence to that effect, 
i This is the latest, information. But to lay 
, tho exact state of the colony before the 
House, he submits certain despatches and 
! extracts (given above) and refers to his open- 
I ing speech. In regard to the 2d and 3d 
! queries in'lhe Coles amendment, tut regards 
I the li ibilities of the colony, he refers to the 
• statement* accompanying his mcsstlgo of 
March 27, I860, compiled from the Treasury 
I books, which was established when the Hud- 
son liny Company ceased to disburse moneys. 
He says: " I am not nwiu-e of any liabilities 
which may be claimed against the colony, 
| other than those disclosed by the same, ex- 
cept n sum of about £700' advanced by tho 
ngentofthc II. 1!. Co. since the 30th May. 

1859, " which was paid before he had received 
notice to stnn advances, No special notice 
was taken ot this sum, as it was left for the 
company to settle with II. M. government. 
No intimation hud been received from II. M. 
government that the colony would be liable 
for liabilities due the II. B, Co. The des- 
patches submitted are the only means at his 
command to know the wishes of the Home 
Government, and the Assembly will have to 
draw their own conclusion,

His Excellence '8 Lunch.— On Friday 
last His Excellency invited some of the 
General Fire Committee, and Officers of thr 
Fire Companies, to lunch with him, as a 
compliment lo the Fire Department, and 
perhaps, as a return for parading on May- 
day in front of Government House. But 
by some singular slight, usually construed 
in court circles to mean 6nubbing, only 
a portion of the original Fire Committee 
were invited. Very naturally tlio unin 
vited, through not having nn equal oppor- 
tunity to place their logs under vice- 
regal mahogany, should not be over- 
well pleased. Then again, thoro -were offi- 
cers of the companies not invited, whilst 
high privates were honored by gubernatorial 
condescension, This too promises to be 
another cause for heart-burnings. Viewing 
the whole matter as an outer-court lunoher, 
wc opino that neither His Excellency nor the 
members of the General Committee, compa- 
ny's officers, or full privates invited, deserve 
the highest meed of praise for good taste, 
policy, or esprit de corps. His Excellcncy 
was merely enacting a state pageant \n re- 
turn for the Firemen's display, and should 
not have mado fiuch an invidious discrimina- 
tion, and if unpopularity results from it, it is 
only what might be expected. The invited 
and accepting Fire guests, one and all, are 
not excusable for dining with vice-royal- 
ty without their associate officers. More 
uprit de corps was expected. For fire- 
men, whilst they would tolerate their 
officers accepting an invitation as a 
whole, they very naturally repudiate the 
lack of spirit evidenced by a part, whether 
through thoughtlessness, or through wishing 
to be big ducks in the puddle. Instead of 
aiding to suppress fires, it is generally be- 
lieved that a vast number more have been 
kindled by the lunch than can be extin- 
guished by vice-regal champagne. 

Formation of an Agricultural Society 
The Settlers on Salt Spring Island have 
formed themselves into an agricultural 
society, and intend to do all in their power 
to advance tbe interests of farming in that 
locality. ^This' is a movement which we 
hope to see imitated in other portions of tlio 
colony. There is nc interest here so im- 
portant as that of agriculture, and the prob- 
abilities are that if like societies are formed 
throughout the Island, and farming engaged 
in energetically and systematically, we 
shall be enabled in a short time to export 
instead of importing nearly every article of 
daily consumption. 

Salt Spring Island, May 1, 18C0. 
EniTou British Colonist. — In accord- 
ance with a public notice, a meeting was 
convened at the residence of Mr. Begg, on 
the 1st instant, for the purpose of organizing 
and establishing an agricultural society lo 
be styled — The Salt Spring Island Agri- 
cultural Association." 

At the hour appointe I a number of the 
settlers assembled, and having discussed 
the propriety of such a proceeding, also the 
benefit likely to result therefrom, came lo 
the unanimous conclusion of supporting and 
forwarding it to their utmost ability. A 
constitution was drafted and adopted. The 
following persons were elected directors for 
the ensuing year.

Arrest ok Street-Walkers. — Mary, 
Sumox, Ca-at, Kate, Emelie, and Mush, 
squaws belonging to the northern tribes, 
were arrested on Saturday night charged 
with loitering in the public streets. They 
were loeked up for the night, and discharged 
in the morning with a warning that if caught 
again in the streets after dark they would 
be punished. These squaws presented a 
queer sight in the prisoner's dock ; some of 
their hoops being eo large that they could 
scarcely got inside the railing. On Sunday 
arid last night not a squaw was lo be seen 
on the streets. 

For the Similkamf.en. — Parties were 
in town on Saturday purchasing goods to 
be shipped to Steilacoom, and from thence 
packed on animals to the Siniilkame«n dig- 
gings. If these mines prove to be rich, a 
new market will be opened to our mer- 
chants during the coming season. 

Improvements. — It is encouraging to 
witneus the large number of buildings in 
course of erection in various parts of the 
town. On Sunday we counted twenty-three 
frames underway. Two buildings have been 
eroded across the ravine since the Fort Ru- 
pert Indians were compelled to evacuate 
the northern sectioi. of the city. 

Sudden Death.— middle-aged man 
named Clarke, who has been traveling 
about the Sound for some time past, engaged 
in taking daguerreotypes, dropped down 
dead, on Friday last, at Port Madison, W. f ., 
whither he had gone on business connected 
with his profession.

Arrival of the Governor Douglas. 

The steamer Gov. Douglas arrived from 
New Westminster about seven o'clock last 
evening. Jeflray's Express brought down 
about $7000 in dust. We are indsbted to 
Capt. Jeffrays for the followmg news items; 

Justice O'Reilly arrived at the Similka- 
meen mines in six days from Fort Hope. 
The Indians that accompanied him returned 
in two days to Fnrt Hope. They had found 
a good trail, but brought no news as to what 
the miners were doing. 

New placer diggings have been discovered 
at the 20 mile house, above Yale, where tliu 
minors were making from §5 to S20 per day. 
The diggings nro said to be extensiv-:. 

The miners at Criyooshl Flat are doing 
well. Thero are six companies that lire 
making us high as S1G per day to the man, 
and it is said the mines at this point are very 
extensive, but there is a scarcity of water. A 
company is organizing to bring water in to 
these diggings. An Indian picked up a 
piece of gold a few days ago, at the Flat, 
which weighed !?50 50, while crevising with 
a knife. 

The steamer Maria leaves New Westmin- 
ster to-day, with the Cricket Club, for Pitt 
river, where great sport is anticipated. 

The steamer Guv. Douglas met with severe 
weather in the gulf of Georgia on her last 
trip. The passengers all speak of the skill 
and coolnesB displayed by Cupt. Murray. 
Trahey's barge, which was in tow of the 
Douglas, parted her lines during the gale, 
and narrowly escaped being lost. She was 
driven upon the beach at Point! Roberts. 
The barge hail 48 Chinamen on board. 

A light occurred between the Indians and 
Chinamen at New Westminster. The In- 
dians got tin? worst of it. 

Mr. Shcrris brings from Douglas two pri- 
soners who havo been sentenced to six 
months hard labor in the Victoria chain 

The Sappers and Miners at the camp are 
to leave for Lillooet next week. 



House of Assembly. 

Monday, May 7th, 1800. 

The House met at 3 o'clock. Present : 
Speaker Helmoken, and Messrs. Coles, 
Cooper, Franklin, Green, Crease, Gordon, 
Tolmie, McDonald, Foster, Waddingtonj 
Gary, and Southgate. 

Mr. Tolmie's bill for improving the public 
highways, was referred to a select com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Gordon, from the committee on the 
land surveys, presented the evidence taken 
before that committee ; and subsequently a 
report stating that the evidence taken belore 
the committee was so conflicting that tliey 
could not base an opinion. 

The second reading of the bill to regulate 
the legal profession was postponed until 
Thursday. 

The bill increasing the rates of pilotage, 
etc., was referred to a select committee. 

The Speaker presented a message fiom 
the Governor acknowledging the receipt of 
Mr. Odes' resolution, and inclosing extracts 
of dispatches from the Home Government. 
[An abstract of these dispatches will be 
tound in another column.] 

Mr. Franklin introduced a bill to regulate 
the currency of Vancouver Island, which 
was not received on account of having nt 
preamble attached. 

Mr. Gary presented a memorial, signed by 
a large number cf mechanics, contractors 
and others, asking for the passage of a Lien 
Law. Referred to a select committee, 

Mr. Cary asked the House what day it 
would fix for considering the Estimates. 

Mr. Wadtlington — The House shouhl have 
a little breathing-spell after the very 'import- 
ant corri'iiiinications just received from His 
Excellency. He thought the Estimates 
should be postponed. 

Mr. Cary — Any ilay upon which you inny 
fix upon 1 will move that the House go iu'o 
committee on the Estimates. 

Mr. Crease — 1 do not think wo can name 
any day at present on which lo consider the 
mailer, 

Mr Fostei — The subject of these dis- 
patches is one that should be taken up before 
any Estimate is looked into. We do not 
wish to pledge ourserves to any particular 
day ; in fact, I am in favor of postponing ihe 
consideration of ihe Estimates sine die. 

Mr. Cary — I give notice then that on 
Thursday next I shall introduce a resolution 
to take up these Estimates. 1 thank the 
hon, gentleman for his courtesy in the mat- 
ter, and regret that he cannot be brought to 
understand the common rules of — 

[Cries of " order, order," and Mr. Cary re- 
sumed his seat.] 

Mr. Wflcidirigton gave nolico that bo 
should on Thursday next introduce a motion 
providing for the printing of all bills here- 
after offered to the consideration of the 
House. 

Mr. Gordon gave notice of a motion that 
His Excellency the Governor be requested 
to furnish the House with any correspon- 
dence which may have taken place between 
himself and the Imperial Government re- 
garding the town site of Victoria. 

The House then adjourned io Thursday 
next, 10th inst., at 10 o'clock. 

ALTERATION or tiik Grade. — We learn 
that the grade of View street is to be altered 
from the Police Barracks to Wharf street. 
Instead of the gradual rise as at present, tlio 
grade will bo lowered threo feet, and where 
the streot reaches tho barracks, threo steps 
will bo laid. This altefation will leave the 
houses abovo the grade, and would seem to 
be an altogether unnecessary improvement (?) 

The, Bark Glimpse. — Success has at 
last crowned the efforts of Messis. Reynolds 
and tyoder, ami the Glimpso once more 
floats. She floated off on Saturday night, 
and the Wilson G. Hunt, on Sunday morn- 
ing towod her aver to Port Ludlow fa* 
repairs. 



AmtivAL of a Pile Driver. — The 
Beaver on Saturday morning towed into 
port a pile-driver, from Seminhmoo. This 
pile-driver was taken to that place in July, 
1858, (when embryo commercial marts were 
springing up all over the Sound), in accord- 
ance with the terms ol a contrnct made by 
its owner with the proprietors of the town- 
sito. Three pi les Were driven when the 
money failed, and the owners of the driver 
refusing to proceed, laid it up ; where it 
remained until Friday last. Wc learn it 

will be taken to Barclarv Sound.

A Phaser River Fever in China.— Wo 
learn from the various Chinese firms in this 
city, that a perfect fever exists in China in 
regard to Fruser river, and that an immigra- 
tion of from 8,000 to 10,000 coolies may bo 
expected between now and the 1st of August. 
Should these anticipations bo verified, a very 
busy time is looked for during the com- 
ing summer. It is assorted by knowing ones 
that 500 Chinamen loft §10,000 with the 
merchants of this town hist week.
